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That  freedom  implies  responsibility  is  a  proposition  that  does  not  admit  of  much 
debate.  But  what  precisely  is  the  responsibility  of  a  radio  station  with  respect  to  free 
speech?  A  common  argument  for  suppression  of  free  speech  in  a  time  of  national  crisis 
is  that  there  is  neither  time  nor  a  psychological  climate  permitting  rational  examination 
of  conflicting  points  of  view.  In  short,  when  people  are  able  to  make  rational  judgements 
concerning  matters  of  policy  and  opposing  ideologies  freedom  of  speech  is  desirable,  but 
when  such  judgement  becomes  more  difficult  that  same  freedom  becomes  a  threat  to  the 
security  of  the  state.  The  argument  is  frequently  summed  up  in  the  words  of  Justice 
Holmes:  "The  question  in  every  case  is  whether  the  words  used  .  .  .  are  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  create  a  clear  and  present  danger  that  they  will  bring  about  the  substantive  evils 
that  Congress  has  a  right  to  prevent". 

The  above  quotation  contrasts  interestingly  with  the  often  quoted  sentence  from 
Jefferson's  first  inaugural  address:  "If  there  be  any  among  us  who  would  wish  to  dissolve 
this  union,  or  to  change  its  republican  form,  let  them  stand  undisturbed  as  monuments 
of  the  safety  with  which  error  of  opinion  may  be  tolerated  where  reason  is  left  free  to 
combat  it".  A  key  word  in  this  context  is  "reason"  —  where  reason  cannot  operate 
freely  "error  of  opinion"  may  gain  dominance  and  become  a  "clear  and  present  danger". 
For  our  own  time,  when  the  two-edged  sword  of  "security"  is  sharpened  daily,  the  basic 
moral  question  is,  "What  is  being  done  to  insure  that  reason  can  operate  freely?"  The 
responsibility  that  lies  with  the  operators  of  mass  communications  media  is  critical  at 
exactly  this  point. 

Radio  stations,  for  example,  broadcast  public  affairs  programs  in  which  specific  in- 
formation and  various  points  of  view  are  expressed.  Presumably,  a  responsible  public 
institution  would  attempt  to  foster  those  conditions  favorable  to  the  free  operation  of 
rational  judgement  and  choice.  Freedom  of  speech  and  the  dissemination  of  infor- 
mation is  a  prior  necessity  to  the  free  operation  of  reason.  Hence,  the  station's  programs, 
ideally,  would  objectify  in  miniature  the  vast  public  stage  in  which   the  conflict  of

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opinion  and  ideology  rages.  Yet  we  are  told  by  many  serious  men  that,  in  effect,  the  general 
level  of  radio  programing  tends  to  rob  us  of  our  ability  to  think  for  ourselves. 

Our  own  concept  of  public  affairs  programing  considers  it  imperative  that  the  station 
assume  the  responsibility  implicit  in  the  principle  of  freedom  of  speech,  a  responsibilit\ 
that  freedom  be  actualized  in  a  situation  of  free  inquiry  and  criticism.  Within  this  Folio  period 
there  are  programs  permitting  the  expression  of  a  number  of  widely  divergent  points  of 
view  —  those  of  Harry  Bridges  and  Harold  K.  Levering,  for  example.  Many  times  KPFA 
has  been  asked  why  we  permit  such  and  such  a  person  (usually  someone  representing  a 
minority  point  of  view)  to  speak  over  the  air.  The  answer  is  that  if  freedom  of  speech  is  to 
have  any  reality  at  all,  the  station's  first  responsibility  is  to  develop  and  maintain  in  its  pro- 
graming the  conditions  under  which  reason  and  informed  judgement  can  operate.  This,  in 
turn,  is  dependent  upon  a  willingness  and  a  determination  to  seek  out  and  present  both 
majority  and  minority  points  of  view,  so  that  the  listener  may  at  least  have  the  opportunity 
for  independent  judgement.  Suppression  of  free  speech  is  the  commonest  form  of  though i 
control,  and  a  populace  that  is  merely  led  rather  than  informed  is  infected  with  a  disease 
that  can  eventually  destroy  all  rational,  not  to  mention  free,  life. 


REASON  AND  VALUE:  In  many  of  KPFA's  discussions,  as  well  as  in  life  in  general,  the 
"good''  is  considered  a  condition  to  be  achieved.  But  this  condition  is  far  easier  to  state  than 
to  define.  And  it  is  this  problem  of  seeking  a  definition,  of  attempting  to  construct  a  system 
by  which  values  can  be  defined,  that  was  under  consideration  at  the  recent  three  day  confer- 
ence at  Mills  College  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Council  of  Learned  Societies' 
Pacific  Coast  Committee  for  the  Humanities.  Resumes  of  the  questions  raised  by  the  conference 
as  they  apply  to  political  science,  economics,  and  literature  are  given  by  the  participants  during 
two  programs  to  be  broadcast  Thursdav,  October  9  at  9  p.m.  and  Fridav,  October  10  at  9:30  p.m.
